UK it is in England that they mainly settle. 
Immigration reports show especially high 
levels of EU settlement in the South East 
and East of England. So when the now 
yearly intake of over 300,000 migrants is 
discussed it is fair to say that England’s 
view will be very different than say 
Scotland as the Scots are not 
experiencing the same EU migrant intake. 
It is easy to be supportive of EU 
immigration when you are not the country 
taking most of the migrants! As such 
Scotland, Wales and Northern Ireland are 
less concerned but it would be interesting 
to see the Scottish reaction if the British 
government stated that they would have 
to take a higher percentage of EU 
migrants than England! We saw their 
anger when Glasgow was made to take 
Somalian refugees a few years ago. 
Payment by country to EU 

Payment to the EU is very different 
across the EU nations which explains 
why England feels so aggrieved. The 
average cost per head of population 
across the UK is £48.00 but when that 
figure is broken down to the individual 
nations of the UK it gives a very different 
picture. The cost of EU membership for 
England is £140 per head of population 
whereas Scotland’s membership costs 
them £64.00 per head of population. For 
Wales the story is again very different 
because they have subsidies of £164.00 
for every man, woman and child in Wales. 
In Northern Ireland they pay a net £31 per 
person. Those figures explain why 
England is more EU sceptic than the 
other 3 nations. It’s because the English 
pay the most! 

So | hope that all those that care for 
England will join the English Democrats in 
voting to Leave the EU on the 23rd June.

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Brexit is Answer to Economic Concerns 
Check out the Facts! 


For many of us who are still undecided on how to vote on 
23 June perhaps a brief look at the economic implications 
for Yorkshire and the Humberside might give readers 
some key facts to help in their deliberation. 

Key Facts 

According to HMRC Regional Trade Statistics for 2014-15 
the region exported £7.8 billion but actually imported £12 
billion from the European Union. This meant that there was 
a significant trade deficit of £4.2 billion. Our top four 
European partners were Germany - £1.2 billion, 
Netherlands £1.25 billion, France £1 billion and Belgium 
£980 million. 

We can compare this then to our export trade to the US of 
a significant £3.75 billion. 

Free Trade or not? 

You will often hear that if we voted to leave the EU we 
would be free to trade with emerging economies and be 
free from the yoke of a European Trade Bloc that has 
Stalled, but is this supported by the facts? 

Brexit benefits UK trade 

According to the ONS June 2015, growth in non-EU 
economies has outpaced growth of EU economies. So, if 
we compare that to the growth rate of GDP of India of 
7.9% (World Bank) to 2020, for example and Australia 
which has seen its growth of 3.0% GDP year-on-year in 
the last quarter of 2015 (Australian Bureau of Statistics), it 
is Clear that for our region alone, remaining in the EU does 
not make economic sense and being open to trade freely 
with other global markets without the constraints of the EU 
is the only sensible option. 

Sluggish growth 

Of significance is the fact that the average quarterly rate 
growth of GDP within the Eurozone (of 19 Member States) 
in the second half of last year was a mere of 0.3% GDP. 
Indeed, in the final quarter of 2015 it was still below its pre- 
crisis peak of early 2008 whereas America’s was almost 
10% above its peak of late 2007. 

The forecast remains just as sluggish and uncertain with 
the sharp fall in European equity markets and with the 
Chinese economy experiencing its own slowdown with a 
forecast of a 4.5% GDP, down from 9.5% GDP in 2010 
(UIE). As China is Germany’s fourth largest export market 
there are deep concerns over the impact this slowdown is 
having on the German economy and the knock-on effect 
within the Eurozone.

The adoption by our main opponents of slogans that are 
cringe inducing, especially today: “Are you thinking, 
what we are thinking,” by Howard’s Tories and by 2007 
Brown’s, “British Jobs for British Workers,” from the 
immigration facilitating Labour Party, demonstrated our 
impact, albeit purely for campaigning, rather than policy- 
forming purposes. 

No monopoly on truth 


Veritas as a party name was not chosen to imply a 
monopoly on truth, nor indeed any particular access to 
it. The TRUTH was absent in UK politics in 2005, as it 
largely remains today. Rather it was the thing we 
sought, whether on the EU in general, shrouded in 
secrecy as ever, or its particular disastrous by-products 
such as large scale and often clandestine immigration. 


Alarms raised but not heeded 


Facts only now being revealed show how correct we 
were to try to raise the alarm over the then ongoing 
levels of immigration. The fact we were not listened to, 
denigrated and ignored, is not now immaterial. 


We warned, too, of the dangers of the EU even then 
clearly bent on removing democracy across Europe. 


Future for England post referrendum 


The English Democrats shared this latter grave 
concern; which is why the largely symbolic coming 
together of the two Parties, is in my mind so significant. 
If the presently ongoing EU referendum campaign 
results in England becoming locked within the non- 
democratic EU as a result of votes cast elsewhere 
within the United Kingdom, the English Democrats will 
likely offer our main hope to restore democracy. 
Learning and revealing the truth of events leading up to 
and beyond the European Communities Act of 1972, will 
become key.

If and when Euro crisis spreads to Italy 
and France (and many say it will within next 3 
years), the crisis will be so huge that Germany 
and Britain would have to help out. 
5 Deeper Integration 
The EU responds to the euro and migration crisis 
by giving more power to Brussels. This is done as 
single market measures (only mechanism 
available) and Britian will be dragged in 
regardless of any promises previoiusly made. 
6 Human Rights 
Europe will settle all issues regarding deportation 
of terrorists etc. British courts are powerless. 
7 Arts Imports Licences 
London is already disadVantaged in its global 
position by EU imposition of VAT to fine arts 
sales and also by Resale Rights rule. EU plans to 
import licensing regime meaning more cost etc. 
than overseas rivals 
8 Wrecking our Ports 
EU will oblige every port to have more than one 
provider for its internal services. This makes 
sense in Europe but not in Britain where ports are 
private, small and in competition with each other. 
Every British MEP voted against this but it went 
throught anyway, but the final decision was 
suddenly deferred. 
9.Quotas for online TV 
EU wants online provders to rserve 20 % of their 
content to European programmes and given 
‘good’ visibility. 
10.A European Army 
‘No-one is talking about a European Army’ say 
Remainers. No-one except people running the

EU. It is called a ‘strategic necessity’.
